HOUSING  AT  FARRAGUT  SCHOOL? 


OMI  Community  Associa¬ 
tion,  neighborhood  residents 
heard  Peter  Leach  explain 
the  proposal  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  to  convert 
Farragut  School  into  low  and 
middle  income  housing. 

The  Chamber's  proposal 
would  provide  approximately 
50  cooperative  (largely  two- 
bedroom)  apartments  at  the 
school  location. 

Recognizing  the  several 
years'  struggle  by  the  OMICA 
to  obtain  Farragut  for  a  com¬ 
munity  multipurpose  center, 
Leach  offered  the  use  of  the 
Farragut  basement  for 
community  programs.  The 
basement  space  could  prob¬ 
ably  hold  an  office  and  a 
large  meeting  &  general  pur¬ 
pose  room. 

Financing  for  the  housing 
project  would  be  through  a 
federal  non-profit  coopera¬ 
tive  program.  Under  federal 
guidelines,  at  least  20 
percent  of  the  proposed 
income  family  of  four  is 
that  is  low  income.  (The 
maximum  income  for  a  low 
income  family  fo  four  is 
$16,000.) 

The  Chamber  would 
provide  the  seed  money  and 
the  expertise  to  get  the 
project  going  said  Leach. 
Leach  stressed  that  the 
project  would  never  start

without  strong  community 
support.  He  said  the 
Chamber  was  getting  into 
housing  to  build  a  model 
project,  designed  to  show 
people  one  way  out  of  the 
housing  crisis. 

The  25  community 
members  present,  many  of 
whom  live  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  Farragut  School, 
questioned  Leach  closely. 
Housing  for  whom?  Some 
feared  this  would  be  a 


housing  project,  which  they 
considered  inappropriate  for 
our  neighborhood.  Assured 
this  was  not  the  plan,  people 
became  concerned  that  the 
proposed  monthly  payments 
-  $467  per  month  for  a  one- 
bedroom  to  $660  per  month 
for  a  three-bedroom  unit  - 
were  too  high. 

This  would  shut  out  most 
middle  income  families,  they 
said.

The  new  Board  reaffirmed  a  commitment  to  accomplish  its 
work  through  the  committee  structure.  Every  Board  member 
was  assigned  to  a  committee  and  discussed  the 
impossibility  of  15  people  doing  the  work  of  the  entire 
community.

Almost  everyone  of 
'respectable'  age  remembers 
when  Stonestown  was'just  a 
cabbage  patch'.  The  65- 
acres,  owned  by  Ellis  and 
Henry  Stoneson,  changed 
from  cabbage  patches  to 
gold,  lies  just  west  of  19th 
Ave.  and  south  of  Eucalyptus 
Dr.  This  land  was  known 
as  the  Rancho  Laguna  de  la 
Merced  and  granted  to  Jose 
alindo  in  1835.  He  held  this 
small  grant  until  he  was 
convited  of  murdering  Jose 
Peralta,  at  which  time  he  had 
to  take  up  residence  in  a 
Santa  Clara  Jail.  He  sold  the 
rancho  to  Francisco  de  Haro, 
Alcade  of  San  Francisco,  for 
$25  in  goods  and  100  head  of 
cattle.  According  to  the 
records,  the  land  was  'for  all 
purpose  of  cultivation... 

unless  and  barren.  The  land 
passed  down  to  his  daughter 
in  1849  when  de  Haro  died  of 
a  broken  heart  after  the 
tragic  murder  of  his  twin 
sons. 

The  Green  family  arrived 
in  San  Francisco  in  1847  and 
decided  that  the  Rancho  de 


la  Merced  wasn't  quite  so 
'useless  and  barren'  as  all 
that,  even  though  they 
recorded  the  area  full  of 
bears  and  will  cattle.  They 
squatted  on  the  Rancho  and 
called  it  Ocean  Flats, 
planted  rows  of  crops  and 
raised  pigs.  Around  1850, 
they  legalized  their  claim 
and  started  selling  off 
parcels.  One  parcel  housed 
the  famous  Ocean  View 
Driving  and  Course  Park- 
premier  horse  racing  center 
of  the  50's,  right  on  the 
shores  of  Lake  Merced.  The 

The  Green's  build  the 
Ocean  House  across  the  road 
from  the  track,  to  minister  to 
the  dry  throats  incurred  on 
the  long,  dusty  road  to  the 
track. 

Other  parcels  were  sold  to 
Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  for  the  city's  water 
system.  This  land  included 
Lake  Merced  and  much  of  the 
surrounding  acreage, 

including  the  Stonestown 
land.  Spring  Valley,  in  turn, 
leased  out  the  flats  to  a 
number  of  Italian  families 
for  truck  farms,  hence  the 
cabbage  patches.

"Another  concern  was  the 
few  number  of  three- 
bedroom  units.  Only  six  are 
proposed.  "This  is  a  stable, 
family-oriented  community 
and  families  need  three  and 
four  bedrooms  not  one  or 
two",  was  a  frequent 
comment.  And  what  about 
the  greater  density  and  the 
need  for  more  parking? 
Leach  stated  that  50  units 
would  make  the  project 
cost-effective.  He  displayed 
architects'  drawings  for  two 
different  plans  —  both  of 
which  would  rehabilitate  the 
existing  Farragut  structure. 
One  plan  had  an  above 
ground  parking  lot.  The 
second  plan  had  an 
underground  parking  lot, 
allowing  more  open  space.

Leach  showed  some 
flexibility  in  working  out  the 
details  of  the  Chamber's 
proposal.  This  large,  wood- 
frame  building  with  its 
surrounding  open  space 
is  a  publically-owned 
community  resource. 

Some  community  mem¬ 
bers  voiced  the  need  to  use 
all  of  Farragut  School  for 
a  community  center,  which 
could  include  such  services 
as  a  family  health  project, 
(already  proposed  for  this 
community  but  needing 
space),  a  day  care  center, 
recreation  for  youth,  pro¬ 
grams  for  seniors  and  a 
jb  training  center.  We  also 
have  no  parks  or  play¬ 
grounds  (except  Ocean  View) 
in  our  immediate  area.  These 
are  services  and  spa'e  our 
community  needs. 

The  community  members 
present  did  try  to  explore 
the  possibility  of  reaching 
a  compromise  with  the 
Chamber  and  getting  more  of 
the  space  for  community  use. 
Various  compromises  were 
briefly  discussed,  such  as 
the  community  getting  all  of 
the  Farragut  building  for  a 
community  center  and  the 
Chamber  building  senior 
housing  on  part  of  the 
playground  space.  Senior 
housing  on  part  of  the 
playground  space.  Senior 
housing  is  less  costly  and 
requires  smaller  units  than 
family  housing,  and  we  have 
no  senior  housing  in  our 
community.  Another  idea 
was  for  the  community  to  get 
the  basement  area  plus  one 

;of  the  three-bedroom  units. 

Nothing  is  certain  at  this 
point.  The  Chamber  repre¬ 
sentative  emphasized  that 
if  our  community  is  not 
interested  in  their  proposal, 
they  would  take  it  elsewhere. 
Supervisor  Nancy  Walker, 
who  attended  the  meeting 


along  with  her  administra¬ 
tive  aide,  Rosalind  Wolf, 
stated  that  she  was  in  con¬ 
tact  with  Myra  Koff  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  concern¬ 
ing  the  use  ofFarragut  School. 

Walker  stated  that  she 
understood  that  the  U.S.  Post 
Office’s  proposal  to  set  up  a 
regional  distribution  center 
at  Farragut  School  had  been 
withdrawn  due  to  com¬ 
munity  opposition.  She  also 
stressed  that  the  School 
Board  is  looking  for  top 
dollars  for  the  site  to  relieve 
their  financial  problems. 


The  Board  of  Supevisors 
have  established  a  joint 
committee  with  the  Board  of 
Education  to  discuss  use  of 
vacant  schools  throughout 
the  city.  Federal  block  grant 
fund  for  a  community  center 
may  still  be  available.  Don 
Ralya  of  the  Housing 
Conservation  Institute  (HCI) 
noted  that  the  plan  for  the 
Ingleside  drawn  up  by  the 
Department  of  City  Planning 
in  June  1979  had  designated 
Farragut  as  a  community 
center. 

What  next?  A  community 
task  force  signed  up  at  the 
Feb.  6  meeting  to  work  with 
Sup.  Walker's  office  on  the 
Farragut  School  issue.  The 
OMICA’s  newly  formed 

standing  committee  on 

Community  Development, 
chaired  by  Board  member 
Joe  Marshall,  will  also  be 
carefully  following  this

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OMI  Child  Care 
News  &  Needs: 

Parent  Participation 

by  Pamela  Collett 


The  single  most  important 
aspect  of  any  child's 
education  is  the  involvement 
of  the  child's  parent(s).  * 
Children  whose  parents  are 
actively  involved  in  their 
education  make  the  greatest 
gains  in  school,  according  to 
the  studies  of  Head  Start 
preschoolers. 

"But  how  can  I  participate 
in  my  child's  day  care  center 
or  school?  I  work  full  time 
and  so  does  my  husband. 
We  have  two  boys--one  three 
years  old  and  one  ten  months 
old."  Right  now  the  baby  is 

in  a  family  day  care  home. 
The  three-year-old  is  in  a 
parent  cooperative  pre¬ 
school,  which  requires  the 
parent  to  work  a  minimum 
of  two  days  per  month  in 
the  center  and  to  attend 
a  monthly  evening  parent 
meeting.  All  of  the  school's 
parents  are  working,  but 
they  manage  to  get  time 
off  from  work  (usually 
unpaid)  to  participate. 
(Some  have  days  off  during 
the  week.) 

Despite  the  hassle,  it's 
worth  it  to  guarantee  the 
quality  of  your  child's 
education. 

When  you  work  regularly 
in  the  school,  you  really  get 
to  know  the  teachers,  the 


least  one  day  per  month  to 
work  in  a  parent  cooperative 
school  or  child  care  center, 
we  could  expand  the  number 
of  centers  as  well  as  the 
quality  at  very  little  cost. 

As  a  parent  and  a  member 
of  the  Advisory  Council  to 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Child 
care,  I  would  like  to  work 
with  parents  and  employers 
in  a  campaign  for  paid 
release  time  for  parent 
participation  in  child  care 
centers  and  schools.  We 
have  a  precedent.  Many 
many  companies  allow  some 
employees  to  do  volunteer 
community  work  on  com¬ 
munity  time,  including 
such  projects  as  school 
volunteers.  They  recognize 
the  importance  of  such  work 
to  the  community  and  to  the 
employee.

WASTEWATER  TEST  BORES  SPOILING  INGLESIDE 


In  Moncada  Park,  a  tiny  park  in  the  Ingleside  Terraces,  the 
Caldwell,  Gonzales,  Kennedy  and  Tudor  Consulting  firm  is 
drilling  a  well,  taking  earth  and  rock  samples  from  deep  in 
the  earth. 

OMI  NEWS  interviewed  the  president  of  this  firm  on  Feb. 
11  learning  that  these  bores  were  in  conjunction  with  the 
proposed  cross-town  tunnel  in  the  controversial  Wastewater 
Master  Plan.  This  tunnel  is  to  be  20  feet  in  diameter, 
facilitating  the  waste  water  and  sludge  to  be  transported 
from  the  Bay  View  Sewage  Treatment  plant  to  its  ocean 
outfall  at  the  proposed  Southwest  Treatment  plant  near  the 
Zoo. 

According  to  Joe  Gonzales,  president  of  the  consulting 
firm,  the  tunnel  could  be  drilled  anywhere  in  the  OMI 
neighborhood,  depending  on  the  rock  formations  and  soil 
configurations.  The  firm  is  drilling  many  test  bores 
throughout  southwest  San  Francisco.  There  probably  would 
be  no  surface  disturbances  in  this  type  of  tunneling,  Mr. 
Gonzales  assured  us. 


On  checking  out  this  complaint,  OMI  learned  that,  indeed, 
no  permission  had  been  obtained  from  the  neighbors  or  the 
Ingleside  Terrace  Homes  Association.  The  lawns  and  streets 
were,  indeed,  a  total  mess.  The  consulting  firm  assured  the

OMI  NEWS  that  they  would  repair  any  damage  done,  but  no 
assurances  were  given  to  the  neighbors  or  the  Home 
Association.  The  consulting  firm  also  assured  OMI  NEWS 
that  the  operation  would  take  just  that  one  week,  and  would 
then  move  on  to  another  site  at  City  College. 

OMI  NEWS  called  the  Wastewater  Management  public 
relations  office  and  talked  to  Donald  Thompson,  head  of  that 
office,  who  said  that  he  had  been  in  the  office  only  one  month 
and  wasn't  familiar  with  the  wastewater  management 
program  as  yet.  But,  he  passed  us  on  to  Alex  Pitcher,  Jr., 
another  public  relations  person  with  the  office.  Mr.  Pitcher 
said  that  the  community  had  been  notified  and  sent  OMI  a 
copy  of  the  letter  that  was  addressed  to  all  religious, 
neighborhood  and  community  groups,  dated  Sept.  25,  1979. 
The  letter  did  announce  that  90  test  wells  would  be  drilled 
but  did  not  give  any  locations  or  dates.  To  our  knowledge  this 
was  the  only  notification. 

The  OMI  office  received  a  complaint  from  a  Moncada  Drive 
resident  on  Feb.  12.  The  lady,  who  wished  to  remain 
anonymous,  reported  that  the  neighborhood  felt  angry  that 
neither  the  Wastewater  Management  officce  nor  the 
consulting  firm  had  informed  them  of  the  drilling,  that  the 
drilling  rig  dominated  the  entire  park,  dislocating  the 
children  who  play  there  each  day,  and  that  the  operation  was 
making  a  mess  of  the  lawns,  sidewalks  and  streets.
